Local  hirth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population. 

These ^populations  are  estimated  hy  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  v/ho  have  no 
influence  on  the  hirth  rate.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect 
the  hirth  rate  in  that  a high  proportion  of  them  in  a 
population  tends  to  lower,  and  a small  proportion  tends  to 
raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary 
in  different  areas,  and  therefore,  the  elimination  or 
standardization  of  such  a factor  will  give  a truer  comparison 
hetv/een  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a comparability  factor  on 
these  lines.  Multiplication  of  the  crude  hirth  rate  of  an  area 
hy  the  comparahility  factor  gives  the  adjusted  hirth  rate 
and  can  he  compared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 

The  comparahility  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a similar 
way  to  the  above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  increase 
or  reduction  in  the  population  mo.terially  affects  its  comparison 
hy  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  a.d justed  on  thc.t  account.  Death 
rate  area  comparahility  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account  of 
the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.  Birth 
rate  area  com.parahility  factors  are  also  adjusted  to  talce  account 
of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for  the 
m.entaily  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

PUBLIC  HEALTH 


Sewers  and  S e v/e r ag; e . 

No  new  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Preposed  extensions  to  the  disposal  works  to  deal  v/ith  increased 
flow  now  that  the  Council  have  agreed  to  take  steep  effluent  from 
the  maltings  in  the  area,  are  still  in  the  hands  of  your  consultants 
Messrs.  WcHoBateman  and  Partners.  Extensions  envisaged  consist  of 
additional  filter  beds  and  humus  tanks. 

There  were  no  major  breakdowns  at  the  disposal  works  or  the  pumping 
stations.  Occasional  blockages  occurred  from  time  to  time  in 
various  drains  and  sowers.,  which  v/ere  quickly  dealt  with.  This 
v/erk  is  now  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen. 

The  works  have  functioned  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  and 
all  samples  off  effluent  sent  for  examination  have  been  favourably 
reported  on  with  a B.O.D.  figure,  betv/een  5 and  10  which  is  most 
satisfactory. 

Disposal  of  sludge  from  the  drying  beds  continues  to  be  a big 
problem  and  we  have  had  to  rely  on  spreading  throughout  the 
plantation. 

Emptying  of  the  few  septic  tanks  in  the  area  has  been  carried  out 
by  arrangement  with  Wainford  R.D.C,  and  v;e  are  indebted  to  their 
staff  for  their  ready  co-operation, 

Ni/;ht  Soil. 

Nine  dwellings  remain  without  water-borne  sanitation  - no 
connections  to  the  sewer  v;ere  possible  during  the  year. 

Night  Soil  is  collected  weekly  and  disposed  by  by  burial. 
Non-availability  of  piped  water  supply  is  the  cause  of  the  absence 
of  water-borne  sanitation  at  six  of  these  premises,  the  remaining 
three  premises  are  belov/  the  level  of  the  nearest  sewer. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 

V/eekly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  there  vi^ere  no  breakdowns 
in  the  service. 

Disposal  is  semi-controlled  tipping  in  a tip  at  Ditchingham  hired 
from  Loddon  R.D.C.  Occasional  outbreaks  of  fire  have  given  rise 
to  local  nuisance  and  have  been  dealt  with  as  expeditiously  as 
possible . 

Advance  'warning  from  Loddon  R.D.C.  of  their  intention  to  close 
the  Ditchingham  tip  iii  1963  vms  received  and  preliminary  work  was 
undertaken  to  establish  our  ovm  tip  in  a disused  pit  at  the  top 
of  Nurmis  Hill. 

Post  Control. 

The  rodent  oijerator  has  maintained  a steady  programme  of  routine 
visits  to  all  premises  likely  to  harbour  rats  and  mice  and  prompt 
attention  has  been  given  to  all  complaints  of  infestation. 

Annual  trc'  tment  of  sewers  v/as  carried  out  Vi^ith  particularly 
■jncouraging  results  - bait  laid  in  107  inspection  chambers  was 
only  taken  in  7 no  bodies  were  recovered. 

Assistance  v/as  given  in  controlling  rabbits  and  moles  on  the  golf 
course , 

The  only  • ction  taken  'with  regard  to  insect  pests  was  in  connection 
v/lth  I’ly  br'e-;ding  at  the  i*cfa,se  tip  and  the  occasional  swarm  of 
bees  or  v/aops.

The  Council’s  installations  passed  to  the  control  of  the  East 
Anglian  V/ater  Company  in  May, 

The  Company  undertook  to  implement  improvements  to  the  install- 
ation which  had  heen  agreed  hy  the  Council  as  soon  as  practicable 
hut  it  had  not  heen  possible  to  make  a start  on  these  hy  the  end 
of  the  year, 

Water  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  area  connected  to  the  main 
have  heen  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

Six  chemical  and  eleven  bacteriological  samples  were  submitted 
for  analysis  with  satisfactory  reports  in  each  case,  copy 
of  typ)ical  chemical  analysis  is  appended. 

There  was  no  record  of  any  plumho-solvent  action  and  no  action 
was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination,

Caravan  Sites, 

Apart  from  permission  for  one  caravan  in  the  yard  of  one  of  the 
licensed  premises,  the  only  other  site  for  which  planning 
permission  had  been  approved  was  at  Common  End,  Steps  vi^ere 
taken  to  get  the  necessary  facilities  installed  to  enable  this 
site  to  be  licensed  for  eight  residential  caravans,  and  work  on 
these  had  been  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

An  undesirable  extension  of  a temporary  permission  at  one  of  the 
farms  on  the  Plixton  Road  was  the  in  the  hands  of  the  Planning 
Authority  for  attention. 


nuisances , 

Complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  negligible  and  \7hDi‘e  nuisance 
has  occurred,  abatement  hc.s  been  secured  after  verbal  or  informal 
written  request, 

A large  increase  in  the  normal  fly  and  rat  incidence  occurred  in 
August  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Ollands,  Investigations  led 
me  to  believe  that  this  may  have  been  caused  by  the  closing  dov/n 
of  adjoining  poultry  houses  due  to  the  presence  of  fowl  pest. 

My  theories  were  not  entirely  supported  by  a visiting  official 
from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  a recent 
publication  from  the  Infestation  Control  Laboratory  of  this 
Ministry  appears  to  support  them.

Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

All  houses  on  the  Register  of  Individual  Unfit  Houses  were 
inspected. 

Efforts  were  made  to  persuade  various  owners  to  carry  out  works 
necessary  to  bring  certain  houses  up  to  the  required  standard, 
but  v/ithout  success. 

Owners  wre  advised  of  the  provisions  of  the  Improvement  Grants, 
but  as  nearly  all  the  properties  concerned  are  occupied  by 
elderly  tenants  who  are  either  unwilling  to  undergo  the  discomfort 
of  having  their  homes  disrupted  or  are  unable  to  afford  the 
increased  rents  v/hich  would  result,  no  progress  could  be  made. 
Owners  of  properties  standing  empty  were  requested  to  carry  out 
demolition  and  three  such  properties  were  demolished  and  promises 
v/ere  made  to  carry  this  out  in  respect  of  five  other  properties, 
Tv/o  detailed  housing  insjjections  v/ere  carried  out  and  closing 
orders  v/ere  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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New  Houses 


Fourteen  houses  were  completed  hy  the  Council,  and  twenty 
two  were  huilt  hy  private  cntorprise.  Of  these,  nineteen  were 
huilt  on  a private  estate  planned  for  sixty  six  dYi/ellingSp 
With  the  Council’s  application  list  for  houses  continuing  to 
grow,  it  is  to  he  regretted  that  more  people  are  not  ahle  to 
purchase  their  own  homes  to  encourage  private  enterprise 
building. 

Council  Housing, 

The  total  number  of  d\¥ellings  controlled  hy  the  Council  at 
the  end  of  the  year  v/as  I4.21  which  represents  one  third  of 
the  town’s  inhabitable  houses.

Statistics  with  regard  to  inspections  under  the  Factories

No  serious  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  discovered.  Two 
infomal  notices  were  complied  Yi/ith  and  two  letters  vi^ere  sent 
requesting  consideration  of  improvem.ents  when  the  time  v/as 
opportune . 

During  routine  visits  to  all  factories  it  v/as  discovered  that 
three  were  not  in  fact  on  the  register.  These  Y/ere  referred 
to  the  Factories  Inspector  and  they  are  nov/  included.

FOOD  HYGIENE. 


Slaughterhouses. 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  which,  until 
the  end  of  the  year,  had  heen  handling  animals  for  local 
consumption  only.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  slaughtering  was 
increased,  the  surplus  being  sent  to  the  London  Market,

(Special  Designations)  Regulations. 

All  samples  v/ere  satisfactory. 


All  other  food  sampling  is  undertaken  hy  the  Vifeights  and  Measures 
section  of  the  County  Council, 

Five  informal  and  five  formal  samples  were  taken,  three  of  v;hich 
were  unsatisfactory  resulting  in  one  prosecution.
